AMBWMM TO A QIEHTIOX. 



That branch of the United States Sen- 
ate which holds its sessions in the Fifth 
Ward has been for some days agitated by 
a discussiou as to when and how and 
here Stephen A. Douglas was nominuted 
by the Democrats for President in 1800. 
IB Lrdoer has been appealed to, 
us The Ledger is always at the 
service of its friends, It will briefly sum 
roarize the events that led to the nomina 
tion of Mr. Douglas. 

In the first place, Buchanau's Adminis 
tration, then in power, was hostile to 
Douglas, even as far back as his memora- 
ble canvass with Abraham Lincoln in 
Illinois, although Buchanan owed his 
own nomination to Douglas.* 

Mr. Douglas had been voted for in the 
Democratic National Conventions of 
1852-86, in the latter of which, held at 
Cincinnati, be received on the sixteenth 
>t 121 votes, but being opposed to the 
two third rule, ho withdrew in favor of 
Buchanan, who had received a majority, 
thus securing the letter's nomination. 
At tho Charleston Convention In 1860 
i the first ballot he got 143} votes out of 
3521 cast. 

i the twenty third ballot he got 132* 
j, which was not only a large major- 
its of votes cast, but was also a large ma- 
jority of those entitled to representation. 

It will be romcmbered that the Charles 
ton Convention, after a prolonged sea 
sion, adjourned to Baltimore. 

When it reassomblcd in that city, Mr. 
Douglas received ou the first ballot 1734 
votes out of 1901 cast. 

On the second ballot he got 181* out of 
1941 voles, and his nomination was then 
made unanimous. 

The delegates who opposed Douglas 
•seceded"— it was quite popular to "se- 
cede" in those days-and held in Balti 
more a sideshow convention, nominating 
for President John C. Breckinridge, who 
was then Vice-Presidout of Buchanan's 
Administration. 

In the eloctlon Mr. Douglas received 
only 19 electoral votes, though his popu- 
lar vols was 1,875,137. 
He died in Chicago June 3d, 1861 j
